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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 29-35 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims have been 
amended to recite a method for the treatment of wrinkles comprising the application of 
rhamnolipids to a person having wrinkles. The art of record, Piljac (US 5,455,232 or 5,466,675) 
and Ishigami (US 4,902,512) disclose the appHcation of rhamnolipids to skin. However, the 
methods disclosed in these references, carried out as described, would not necessarily 
accomplish the method as claimed. The references do not otherwise suggest the application of 
rhamnolipids for the treatment of wrinkles.
